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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed June 21, 2006 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that a network firewall installed in Silberstein (6,856,913) does not 
render obvious making the encrypted test result data available to a user, wherein unencrypted raw test response and unencrypted test 
result data within the computer device is not accessible to a user of the computer device. The examiner contends Silberstein does teach 
making the encrypted test result data available to a user as stated in the previous office action on page 3. Silberstein discloses at the end 
of data acquisition, the data is encrypted and transferred to the central analysis site (col. 8, lines 14-15), wherein the encrypted data is 
stored in the storage device for ongoing access (Fig. 2, col. 8, lines 32-34). Silberstein again discloses test result data is encrypted and 
transmitted to the central analysis site in step 6 (col. 5, lines 33-35), the unencrypted raw test response and unencrypted test result data 
are analyzed (step 10) and provided in graphical and/or report form for consideration to only clinician who administers the clinical trial 
(step 1 1 ; col. 4, line 66-col. 5, line 4; col. 10, lines 34-39, lines 56-59) and not to everyone else (i.e. the unencrypted information is not 
accessible to a user of the computer device). Besides, Silberstein discloses the network firewall is installed to reduce the risks of malicious 
hacking. Sims is relied upon for the teaching of protecting unencrypted raw response and result data in secure storage and Lipman is 
relied upon for the teaching of receiving the raw test response data through a test administrator and inputting the data into the computer 
device includes inputting at least part of the data through a test administrator..
